PRESIDENTIAL IMPEACHMENT 


SENATE VOTES LARGELY ON PARTY LINES; ROMNEY BREAKS RANKS 


LONE GOP VOICE: 
Romney seals place 
in history with his 
vote to convict

WASHINGTON 

Sen. Mitt Romney sealed a 
placeinhistory Wednesday by 
voting to convict President 
Donald Trump of abuse of 
power, becoming a lone voice 
of dissent in a Republican 
Party that otherwise has 
marched in lockstep with the 
president throughout the im- 
peachment proceedings. 

In casting his vote, Rom- 
ney, R-Utah, earned the dis- 
tinction that he will be re- 
membered asthe first senator 
in American history to vote to 
remove a president of his own 
party from office. 

Romney voted against the 
second article of impeach- 
ment, which accused the 
president of obstruction of 
Congress. But on the first ar- 
ticle, the 2012 Republican 
presidential nominee said he 
found the evidence against 
Trump overwhelming and 
the arguments by the presi- 
dent’s defense ultimately un- 
convincing. 

Romney’s decision, an- 
nounced in a deeply personal 
speech on the Senate floor, 
where he spoke ofhis faith and 
constitutional duty, sparked 
an immediate and intense 
outcry among Trump’s sup- 
porters — fury that Romney 
acknowledged is unlikely to 
fade.

DEEP DIVISIONS: 
Acrimonious trial 
ends with partisan 
divide on full display

After five months of hear- 
ings, investigations and rev- 
elations about President 
Donald Trump’s dealings 
with Ukraine, a divided U.S. 
Senate acquitted him 
Wednesday of charges that 
he abused his power and ob- 
structed Congress to aid his 
own re-election, bringing an 
acrimonious impeachment 
trial to its expected end. 

In a pair of votes whose 
outcome was not in doubt, 
the Senate fell well short of 
the two-thirds majority that 
would have been needed to 
remove the 45th president. 
The verdicts came down — 
after three weeks of debate 
— almost entirely upon 
party lines, with every 
Democrat voting “guilty” on 
both charges and Republi- 
cans uniformly voting “not 
guilty” on the obstruction of 
Congress charge. Only one 
Republican, Sen. Mitt Rom- 
ney of Utah, broke with his 
party to judge Trump guilty 
of abuse of power. 

It was the third impeach- 
ment trial ofa president and 
the third acquittal in Ameri- 
can history, and it ended the 
way it began: with Republi- 
cans and Democrats at 
odds. They disagreed over 
Trump’s conduct and his fit- 
ness for office, even as some 
members of his own party 
conceded the basic allega- 
tions that undergirded the 
charges: that he sought to 
pressure Ukraine to smear 


his political rivals. 
Shortly after the twin ac- 
quittal votes, Trump 


tweeted that he will deliver a

Potential coronavirus 
cases not confirmed; 167 
people land at Miramar

Shortly after touching down in San 
Diego, four of 167 passengers on a quar- 
antine flight that landed Wednesday 
morning at Marine Corps Air Station 
Miramar were transported to local 
hospitals after showing signs and 
symptoms ofcoronavirus infection, the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention said in a statement 
Wednesday night. 

None of the American citizens and 
their family members aboard the com- 
mercial airliner, who were evacuated 
from Wuhan City or its surrounding 
province, showed any symptoms when 
they boarded the flight. 

However, medical screenings per- 
formed after their arrival at Miramar 
Wednesday morning found that three 
adults and one child had fever or a 
cough, possible symptoms of infection 
with the novel virus that has now sick- 
ened more than 25,000 people world- 
wide and killed nearly 500 in China, ac- 
cording to the latest update from the 
World Health Organization.

‘SPARTACUS,’ ‘LUST FOR LIFE’ STAR 
HELPED END HOLLYWOOD BLACKLIST

Kirk Douglas, the intense, muscu- 
lar actor with the dimpled chin who 
starred in “Spartacus,” “Lust for 
Life” and many other films, helped fa- 
tally weaken the blacklist against 
suspected Communists and reigned 
for decades as a Hollywood maverick 
and patriarch, died Wednesday, his 
family said. He was 103. 

“To the world, he was a legend, an 
actor from the golden age of movies 
who lived well into his golden years, a 
humanitarian whose commitment to 
justice and the causes he believed in 


set a standard for all of us to aspire 
to,” his son Michael said in a state- 
ment on his Instagram account. 

His granite-like strength and 
underlying vulnerability made the son 
of illiterate Russian immigrants one of 
the top stars of the 20th century. He 
appeared in more than 80 films, in 
roles ranging from Doc Holliday in 
“Gunfight at the O.K. Corral” to Vin- 
cent van Gogh in “Lust for Life.” 

He worked with some of Holly- 
wood’s greatest directors, from Vin- 
cente Minnelli and Billy Wilder to 
Stanley Kubrick and Elia Kazan. His 
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2 JAILED UNDER GANG LAW 
TO GET $1.5M SETTLEMENT

San Diego officials have 
agreed to a nearly $1.5 mil- 
lion payout for two local men 
who spent several months in 
jail six years ago under a con- 
troversial gang conspiracy 
law. 

The settlement, sched- 
uled for City Council approv- 
al Tuesday, would compen- 
sate Rapper Brandon “Tiny 
Doo” Duncan and Aaron 
Harvey for emotional dam- 


ages they allegedly suffered 
spending about seven 
months each in jail. 

The two men filed a civil 
rights lawsuit in federal 
court three years ago that 
claims they were wrongfully 
incarcerated under the gang 
law, and that San Diego po- 
lice violated their First 
Amendment free speech 
rights. 

The $1.475 million settle- 
ment, which the council pre- 
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
